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The First Sure Steps 


r. a leading article two weeks ago, we debated the advantages that everyday riders might 
expect from a modified version of the so-called dolphin fairing. Today we publish a 
description and test report of a fairing produced by a British manufacturer. The fairing 
measured fully up to all tions. That is to say, the fuel consumption returned by the 
machine (of which the fairing is an integral part) was lower than might have been expected 
from an unfaired model. The degree of protection was such that in only the most 
severely low temperatures did the rider feel the need for greater foot and e warmth 
than afforded by walking-out shoes and ag ony socks. Spray from the front tyre was 
adequately trapped before es rider. Manceuvring in confined spaces was 
to all intents and unimpaired 

Not all motor cyclists will be impressed by these findings. Many may well remain 
unimpressed even when it is pointed out that the windscreen is readily detachable for 
summer riding. The rush and feel of the wind have always been predominant factors in 
the fun of motor cycling. For many enthusiasts they always will. Healthy youngsters 
have no fear of the weather, and remain unconcerned about having to wrap up warmly 
in winter. Yet the trend is evident for all to see. Windscreens have come to stay and 


fairings of the type tested will undoubtedly appear in increasing numbers in the years 


ahead. The baby called Enclosure is this week sitting up in its cot and gurgling happily. 


Spadework is Necessary 


HE slender thread by which the future of trials is suspended shows little sign of 

weakening. But it grows no stronger. When the clause relating to footpaths and 
bridleways included in the Road Traffic Act, 1956, became effective, any section of a track 
so Classified could be included in a trials route only after permission had been obtained, in 
writing, from both the landowner (or occupier) and the local authority. The degree of 
co-operation varies as between one area and another. But even where helpfulness is 
absent, trials continue to be run—albeit on a reduced scale. 

Elsewhere in this issue a contributor discusses a suggestion put forward by a south of 
England county council. The proposal is that, at the beginning of the year, clubs should 
forward to the local a ity details of their proposed routes so that the council may 
indicate which footpaths and bridleways are likely to be sanctioned. What is so encouraging 
is that a constructive proposal has come from a county council. It arose as a result of a 
meeting between local-government officials and members of a centre competitions 
committee. In a nearby area, parish councillors withdrew opposition to the use of a 
particular area after a meeting with senior club officials. The lessons are self-evident. 
Such “getting together” can result in opposing factions working in a spirit of helpful 
co-operation. Spadework is always tedious and seldom shows any immediate result. But 
behind-the-scenes k of the kind outlined can bring about a vast improvement 
in the relationship between clubs and local authorities. 
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Footrests versus Platforms 


NE item of scooters marks a return to a feature of 

American motor cycles which had long been discarded 
in this country. In the U.S.A. riders place their feet on 
enormous footboards which are further insulated from road 
shock by tyres of a size which rank as balloons in contrast with 
the comparatively light and narrow tyres popular with British 
motor cyclists. The scooters of today—lI think without excep- 
tion—accommodate the rider’s feet on a footboard or foot- 
boards, one on each side of the narrow spine which unites the 
forepart to the stern. Can the wide acceptance of a foot- 
mounting in such sharp contrast with 50 years of tradition be 
taken as a high tribute to the quality of our 1958 road sur- 
faces and to scooter suspension? The substitution of a foot- 
board for a footrest goes far to solving the eternal problem of 
making every imaginable size of man and woman comfortable 
with a standard layout. I must admit that in my personal 
sensation over rough surfaces there is a-certain element of 
chatter in one’s feet when placed loosely on a footboard. 





Case of the Escaped Lion 


Y guest last week had done a certain amount of big-game 
shooting in Africa. He created consternation at the 
breakfast table by asking whether there was a circus in town. 
There wasn’t. Whatever had put such an idea into his head? 
Well, about 1 a.m. he had been awakened by a noise which he 
well knew. It was unquestionably the low tummy rumbling 
of a lion having digestive trouble with the last cwt of zebra 
meat which had formed his supper. (Roars of laughter from 
the males present. Pale faces on all the females.) The hunter 
eventually got quite annoyed.

Playing Down the Casualties 


5 American equivalent of our Minister of Transport 
has made a rather transparent effort to play down his 
casualty list. He has announced that the 1957 figures for the 
U.S.A. (35,000 dead) are the lowest ever recorded in pro- 
portion to the motor mileage for the year. There is more than 
a crumb of comfort for us in his statistics. The U.S.A. have 
approximately three times our population and far more 
modern roadways than we, Handled on a roughly similar 
basis, I suppose that our road casualties would include about 
11,000 deaths, whereas our figure is less than half that.

Extinct Pioneer Models ? 


UITE a few interesting pioneer models seem to have 
become totally extinct. Here are the names of a few 
for which I have received inquiries during the last year or so 
and for which search has proved fruitless. The Riley motor 
cycle (which once represented England in the International 
Cup; it was probably riddén by a factory mechanic and never 
went into production?). The Riley single-cylinder water- 
cooled 44 h.p. tricar (about 1904). The Iris (made in Brixton; 
a water-cooled vee-twin with the fore compartment of the 
brass fuel tank serving as radiator). The 12 h.p. Lagonda 
tricar. The Arielette tricar (never in large production—a 
modernized version of the Leon Bollée on which a very broad, 
stout leather belt served as a clutch). The Peugeot quad with 
a5 h.p. single-cylinder water-cooled engine and three-speed 
gear. The 44 h.p. flat-twin A.B.C. (dated about 1912—not to 
be confused with the Sopwith A.B.C. marketed after the first 
world war).

Garaging for Flat Dwellers 


A YOUNGISH married reader admits that both political 
parties have done wonders in rehousing the so-called 
working classes. But he denounces both parties for failure 
to recognize that no matter how poor an artisan couple may 
be, they are likely to need a pram and one or two pedal 
cycles. If the man is a competent tradesman he will be able 
to own private power transport, maybe a moped, a scooter 
or a roadster.

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ROYAL ENFIELDS INTRODUCE THE AIRFLOW — AN INTEGRALLY FAIRED TWO-FIFTY 
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HE news contained in a short paragraph in The Motor 
Cycle for January 9 was most intriguing. At the Royal 
Enfield annual general —. Major F. W. Smith, chair- 
man and managing director, had disclosed that “a form of stream- 
lining and weather protection” had been developed for the 248 c.c. 
Crusader model. More could not be said at that time. Today, 
however, the curtains may be swept aside—to reveal not just 
“a form of streamlining” but a model with integral weather 
shielding. This thrilling addition to the Redditch-built range is 
named Crusader Airflow and is right in the forefront of present- 
day design. 
Basis of the Airflow is, of course, the compact 248 c.c. Crusader; 
for the newcomer, however, certain essential departures in frame 


and front-fork specification are necessitated by the adoption of 
extensive weathershielding. The shielding cannot be fitted directly 
to the standard Crusader model, and the makers have no intention 
of marketing it as an accessory. As will be recalled, the parent 
machine is a cobby little mount with a luxury specification. The 
overhead-valve 248 c.c. engine (70 x 64.5mm bore and stroke) is 
built in unit with a four-speed gear box. Claimed power output 
is 14 b.h.p. at 5,750 r.p.m. Overall gear ratios are 5.8, 7.83, 10.44 
and 16.97 to 1; polished light-alloy castings of neat design enclose 
the gears and lower part of the engine. The rear chain is fully 
enclosed. Current for the lights and the coil-ignition circuit is 
supplied by a crankshaft-mounted Lucas A.C. generator of 60-watt 
output. An emergency-start position is provided on the ignition 
switch. Wheels are of 17in diameter (built on full-width hubs) 
and are shod with 3.25in-section tyres. a 
To this already attractive model is now added a fairing, similar 
in style to the so-called dolphin-type streamlining which repre- 
sents the limit to which racing machines may be faired under the 
current F.I.M. ruling. Yet though the design has obviously been 
inspired by racing practice, the aim has been to obtain optimum 
weather protection and rider comfort rather than an increase in 
maximum speed. Manufacture is carried out in a special depart- 
ment of the company’s Redditch premises. , 
Polyester-bonded glass fibre is the material chosen for the main 
bodywork and also for the attractive new front mudguard. In the

On the upper face is a facia panel, providing a mounting for the 
ammeter, speedometer and lighting switch. Between the shroud 
and the bulkhead is a useful space for the stowage of small 
Packages, gloves, maps and similar items. Access is by apertures 
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at the left and right of the bulkhead, which may also be 
reached the upper fairing-mounting bolt. Flanges of the 
main and bulkhead i are bonded together along the 


plate. 
In keeping with the modern lines of the is the handsome, 
cantilever- front mudguard. The mouldi embraces the 


fork stanchions, which pass through an oval facing. The facing 
mates with the aperture in the base of the forward shroud so that 
updraught behind the screen is obviated. Stiffness of the guard 
edges is ensured by an all-round, inwardly facing flange, which 
also serves as a useful gutter for water thrown up by the front 
wheel. Bonded to the moulding ahead of and bel:ind the raised 
mid-section of the guard is a steel reinforcement tube. Flat metal 
lugs welded to the tube at right angles project upward through 
the plastic and are suitably drilled for attachment to the rear of 
the fork lower yoke. Art its lower end the steering column is 
continued through the mudguard and bolted to the reinforce- 
ment tube. 

Metal reinforcements are bonded into the main weathershield- 
ing to form attachment points. Welded to the frame of the 
machine, a tube projects forward from the steering head and 
carries at its extremity a cross-tube in which is inserted a rubber 
bush. To the forward face of the bulkhead is bonded a metal 
plate with forward-projecting lugs. The upper-mounting bolt 
therefore passes through the rubber bush and secures the fairing 
lugs. Forming the lower attachment brackets are extension pieces 
at either side of the forward upper engine-mounting bolt. Both 
extension pieces are rubber bushed at their outer ends. Clamped 
to the bushes by worm-drive clips are half-round metal inserts, 
bonded into the legshields, and semicircular caps.

fairing on the test model was very slightly asymmetrical, so that 
while the rider’s right hand remained warm his left became chilled, 
These observations, of course, apply to runs undertaken in tem- 
peratures as low as might be expected in Britain.

during acceleration and hill climbing. (That peculiarity, however, 
like the exceptionally low fuel consumption, may be attributed to 
weak carburettor settings; the mixture, ly at the lower 
end of the scale, was slightly on the lean side.) For a cold start care 
was required not to overflood the carburettor and to set the throttle 
fairly accurately at just over one-eighth open. Provided these 

utions were observed, and the air lever closed, the second 
kick brought the engine to life. In spite of very cold weather the 
air lever could be opened fully within no more than a mile. With 
the engine warm a first-kick start required only careful throttle 
setting and neither closure of the air lever nor catbuetter tickling. 
No departure from these techniques was called for when using 
the emergency-starting circuit. At best, tickover was slow and 
regular but idling speed was not always consistent as between one 
traffic halt and the next; a slightly fast setting was advisable to 
obviate the possibility of stalling. No vibration was appreciable 
at any engine s and the transmission operated smoothly 
down to a very low r.p.m. rate; it was possible to walk alongside 
the machine with the clutch fully home and the engine pulling 
without snatch in bottom gear. 

A trifle heavy to operate, the clutch took up the drive sweetly 
but firmly, and freed perfectly. Bottom gear could be engaged 
noiselessly from neutral and both upward and downward gear 
changes could be made rapidly with a light pedal movement. 
No difficulty was experienced in selecting neutral. 

The riding position was comfortable and all controls were 
nicely placed except for the light switch, which would be more 
convenient to operate in c if it were on the left of the 
speedometer rather than on the right. 

The predominant advantage of small-diameter wheels is that 
they permit a low seating position to be used in conjunction with 
adequate wheel deflection for comfortable springing. At 29in, 
seat height of the Crusader Airflow is a little below average—

perhaps fully exploited the oe and softer springing would 
have been appreciated on bumpy surfaces. That this modification 
could be adopted without serious grounding on corners is sug- 
a by the fact that the model was heeled to extreme angles on 
ast and slow bends without the footrests or any other protruding 
parts touching the road—a first-class rider’s point. 
A shade heavy at walking speeds only, steering was otherwise 


faultless. It is true the buffeting of the weathershielding by 
strong, gusty winds or by the turbulent air in the wake of really 
large vehicles could be felt, but the effect was not in the least 
worrisome and could be entirely ignored. Both brakes were 
smooth and adequately powerful. 

Adjustment of the headlamp beam angle by three knurled 
screws inside the fairing nose was simple and ample in range. 
Headlamp power was adequate for the Royal Enfield’s speed, 
though greater concentration of the main beam would be an 
improvement. Incidentally, the compartment behind the head- 
lamp in the fairing nose proved most useful for carrying small 
parcels and oddments. 

The weathershielding added no difficulties to routine main- 
tenance, and accessibility of the various adjustments was un-

In appearance, the new Royal Enfield is unorthodox and un- 
deniably attractive; and the general aspect is enhanced by the 
choice of colour—polychromatic burgundy.

No-inspection Rule: Scrambles 
Starts and Finishes 


bent on eliminating delays at 
observed sections the gist of his 
memorable soliloquy might well have been: 
“To see or not to see—that is the 
question.” And I, for one, would have 
sympathized with him. The no-inspec- 
tion-of-sections rule is the complete 
answer—but how unpopular it is! Do you 
remember when this ban was incorpor- 
ated in the regulations of the Streatham 
Trophy Trial in 1955? As a result, entries 
were a mere 85, and many famous riders 
said that they would never take part in 
another trial where inspection of sections 
was prohibited. So the ban was lifted the 
next year—and entries closed at 135. 


Wwrr do competitors have such a 
rooted objection to the rule? Mainly, 
I think, because choosing the proper path 
is likely to be more a matter of luck than 
judgment if a rider has not had the oppor- 
tunity to examine the lie of the land. “You 
might as well draw the winners out of a 
hat,” said Ted Usher when we were dis- 
cussing the subject some time ago, “for 
a trial where inspection of sections is not 
allowed is little better than a lottery.” 
Arguments in support of that contention 
are that the no-inspection dogma favours 
those riders who can spare the time and 
money to make a tour of the course during 
the previous day, and local riders who know 
the sections anyway. The first time inspec- 
tion of sections was barred in a national 
trial was, I believe, in that very snowy 1947 
“Kickham”—which, sure enough, was 
won by a local rider who had never before 
taken top honours in a national trial and 
has not done so since. 


Dy is unquestionably aggravated 
by competitors who insist on making 
a detailed survey (like a professional golfer 
crawling about the green on. hands and 
knees before risking an all-important putt). 
And the imposition of a “tight” time 
schedule is by no means the answer, for 
that encourages speeding on the roads in 
order to build up time for studying the 
sections. True, there are a few competitors 
who actually welcome the no-inspection 
rule. Only last week, for instance, I had a 
letter from one such enthusiast (Michael

Jackson of Southampton), who gives six 
good reasons for its justification: it enables 
organizers to include easier and less 
dangerous sections; it eases the task of 
observers; it lessens the gap between ex- 
perts and novices; it improves the standard 
of riding and “quick thinking;” it greatly 
increases enjoyment (“tackling the un- 
known”); and finally, it greatly decreases 
- Tad (surely the most important point 
of all). 


F course, there is another side to the 

medal. Some riders maintain that 
the no-inspection rule ‘can result in other- 
wise harmless hazards becoming quite 
dangerous, and my own feeling is that a 
quick glance should be allowed. Michael 
Jackson, who is also by way of being an 
above-average scrambler, adds a plea for 
standardization in the methods of starting 
and finishing scrambles. He evidently feels 
that running to the machines is a foolish 
starting system—and he regards clutch 
starts as definitely dangerous. In other 
words, he shares my view that the ideal 
scrambles start is where riders sit astride 
their machines, engines dead. And as for 
the method of finishing, Jackson is a com- 
plete convert to the continental system (i.e., 
no rider to begin another lap after the 
winner has finished). 


ECENTLY there have been some

TO KEEP the lamp load as low as 
possible on my 250 c.c, sidecar outfit, 
both rear lamps are equipped with three- 
watt bulbs. Recently I have been told 
that the law requires a minimum power of 
six watts for each rear light. If that is 
so, I shall have to consider fitting a lower- 
wattage bulb to the headlamp (with conse- 
quent reduction in driving light on the 
open road) because the dynamo barely 
balances the load as it is. Can you please 
advise me? R. G. H.

Your informant is in error and there 
is no need to alter the existing arrange- 

ent. Solos and sidecar outfits of up to 
250 c.c. are exempt from the general re- 
quirement of a minimum bulb power of 
six watts for each rear lamp. 


Brake Size 


MOST SCOOTERS have brake drums 
of about Sin diameter and, in spite of their 
weight, it seems they can be stopped as 
quickly in an emergency as a motor cycle 
with appreciably larger brakes. Has this 
something to do with the small wheels?

Other things being equal, the effective- 
ness of a brake depends on the ratio of 
drum radius to tyre rolling radius—in 
other words, the leverage exerted. A 4.00 
X8in tyre has a rolling radius of 7.55in 
whereas for a 3.25 x 19in tyre the figure 
is 12.8in. A Sin-diameter brake would thus 
exert a leverage approximately 70 per 
cent greater on the smaller wheel. To 
compensate for that increase in braking 
effort, the rubbing spéed of lining on 
drum is proportionately higher. Thus, 
although a Sin scooter brake could in 
theory stop the scooter in the same 
distance as would an 8in brake on a motor 
cycle of the same weight, it would get 
hotter in the process (with greater risk of 
fade) and would wear more rapidly. 


Clutch Trouble 


THE BURMAN clutch of my machine 
lately shown a tendency to shed one 

of its spring adjusting nuts, not always 

the same one. There appears to be no 

provision for locking the nuts in position. 

Can you suggest a remedy?

The tendency for the adjusting nuts to 
work loose might be due to rust on the 
springs causing the bearing faces to grip 
the nuts during the very slight radial 
movement as the clutch is operated. 
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Another possible cause is marked uneven 
tension of the springs; one nut which is 
slightly proud of the others could vibrate 
loose. The remedy, then, is first to 
ensure that the nuts and spring-ends have 
polished surfaces and to tighten the nuts 
equally. Tension the springs sufficiently 
to ensure that there is no clutch slip; 





then raise the handlebar lever and depress 
the kick-starter while noting the rotation 
of the pressure (outer) plate. It should 
revolve evenly; if not, alter the setting 
of the nuts accordingly. 

Limited supplies of extra-long studs, 
drilled and split-pinned at the ends, are 
available from the manufacturers for 
racing models, but the nuts should not 
require locking on roadster machines. 


Dynamo Drive 


WHILE OVERHAULING a_ Lucas 
Magdyno I noticed that there was no 
apparent means of lubricating the fibre 
gear and the pinion meshing with it. 
Should the gears be allowed to run dry?

After Overhaul 


MY MACHINE has just been overhauled 
and the work included a rebore and the 
fitting of several new bearings, so I 
imagine that running-in will be necessary. 
In a textbook I read that I should not 
exceed 30 m.p.h. jor the first 1,000 miles 
but I gather that this method is. now out- 
dated. What would you recommend?

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You are quite correct in assuming that 
running-in will be needed and that it is 
now regarded as pointless to run-in at a 
steady speed. Concentrate more on in- 
creasing the load progressively than on 
the actual speed, and the best guide to the 
load is the throttle opening. It is advis- 
able to limit the steady-running opening 
to a quarter for the first 200 miles and to 
increase it gradually until by, say, 600 
miles you are using half-throttle for short 
periods and by 1,000 miles full throttle 
for a quarter-mile or so at a time. Suit- 
able marks painted on the twistgrip body 
and the rubber will make an easily read 
guide to throttle opening. 

Slogging the engine up hills at low revs, 
even at the appropriate restricted throttle 
opening, should be avoided by ready use 
of the gear box—the aim should always be 
to keep the engine turning over sweetly. 
On the other hand, if the throttle opening 
is maintained, no harm is done on down 
grades by letting the road speed climb 
10 m.p.h. or so above the level-road speed, 
though really high revs are undesirable 


Cleaning Chromium 


PATCHES OF RUST have appeared on 
the chromium plating of my machine, the 
front-wheel rim and handlebar being 
particularly affected. I like my model to 
look as spick and span as possible.- How 
can I remove the rust patches and keep 
down rusting in future? H. J. WEEKs

Assuming the chromium plating has not 
cracked, peeled off or been worn away, the 
rust patches can be removed by applying 
one of the chromium cleaners obtainable

method of preventing further rusting in 
dirty weather is to wash the plating as 
frequently as possible—at least once a 
week if you ride your machine every day— 
using warm soapy water. Alternatively, 
a detergent may be used in the water 
instead of soap.

LL bearings have the same basic 
A function, namely, to permit relative 
motion between one part and 
another with a minimum of friction. Bear- 
ings fall into two main classes: those 
which allow to-and-fro or reciprocating 
motion (for example, a piston in its 
cylinder or a valve stem in its guide) and 
those which permit rotary motion such as 
between a shaft and its housing or a fixed 
spindle -and a part mounted thereon. It 
is only the second class—the rotary bear- 
ings—with which this article is concerned. 
Rotary motion may be continuously in 
the same direction (as in the case of a 
crankshaft); it may oscillate regularly over 
1 given number of degrees (for example, 
the small end of a connecting rod), or it 
may be intermittent and of varying magni- 
tude such as in the case of the steering 
column. 

There are three fundamental patterns 
of rotary bearing—plain, ball and roller-— 
but each class is sub-divided into journal 
and thrust bearings. A journal bearing is 
one which deals essentially with loads at 
right angles to the shaft, known as radial 
loads, whereas a thrust bearing caters for 
endwise (axial) loads. The kind of bear- 
ing employed for any particular job 
depends on the type of motion, the speed 
and loading conditions and the available 
lubrication. In general, plain bearings can 
be used for heavy duties only if they are 
fed with oil under pressure, but the ball 
and roller patterns will work satisfactorily 
with oil- oft ers ash or grease lubrication. 

Because of its simplicity, the plain 
bearing is usually the cheapest. In its 
most elementary form it consists merely of 
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Rotary 


a hole in the housing fractionally larger 
than the shaft. Where the metal of a 
housing is not a good bearing material, 
a sleeve or bush of suitable metal is 
pressed into a larger hole in the housing 
and the shaft runs in the bush. Bronze, 
an alloy of copper and tin, is the most 
common bush material, but others such 
as cast iron, aluminium alloy or white 
metal—a tin-lead alloy—may be used. If 
end-thrust is to be taken by a plain bear- 
ing, a flange on one end of the bearing and 
a collar or shoulder on the shaft are neces- 


Rockers for overhead valves in many 
cases operate directly on their spindles 
and so form an example of the unbushed 
plain bearing. Connecting-rod small ends 
are usually bronze-bushed. A_ design 
unusual in the two-wheeler world is the 
Royal Enfield floating plain big-end bear- 
ing; it is a steel bush coated inside and 
out with white mef4l and is free to rotate 
both on the crankpin and in the big-end 
eye. 

Where a plain bearing is to support a 
shaft so shaped that it cannot just be 
pushed into position, the bearing is made 
in halves, i.e., it is split along the axis. 
One half is located in the main portion of 
the housing and the other in a cap 
attached to the housing by means of studs 
or bolts. The big ends of most parallel- 
twin four-stroke engines are of the split 
type, as are the big-end and main bearings 
of the large majority of car engines. In 
earlier days the bearing metal was cast 
directly on the halves, but nowadays it

ing rod contains a pressed-in 
bronze bush 
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is much more usual to have half shells of 
steel. coated with a thin layer of white 
metal or copper-lead alloy; the half shells 
fit exactly into the housing and cap and 
can readily be renewed when necessary. 

Other typical uses for plain bearings 
are for my aE timing gears and cam- 
shafts and for the pivots “y's wheel-suspen- 
sion arms or forks, brake and gear pedals 
and handlebar control levers. Positive 
lubrication from the engine system is pro- 
vided for the first two of these applica- 
tions but the oil can or grease gun suffice 
for the others. 

The various bearing manufacturers 
produce ball bearings in a great range of 
sizes and types. That most frequently 
encountered on motor ee is referred 
to as a journal ball bearing although its 
construction permits a fair amount of 
end thrust as well. It comprises inner 


and outer races, a cage and a number of 
steel balls. Both races are rings of case-

hardened steel. The outer face of the 
smaller race and the inner face of the 
larger race are grooved to form rolling 
tracks for the balls. The purpose of the 
cage is to space the balls so that they can- 
not come into contact with each other. 
Because rolling is substituted for sliding, 
friction in a ball bearing is considerably 
lower than in a plain bearing. For a given 
load-carrying capacity the ball bearing 
has a smaller axial length but a greater 
diameter than the plain bearing. And 
though, as mentioned earlier, the ball 
bearing is less critical as regards lubrica- 
tion, it is more sensitive to corrosive 
conditions and is more easily damaged 
by abrasive matter in the oil. It is 
customary to press the outer race of a 
ball bearing into its housing and for the 
inner race to be a light interference fit on 
the shaft and located by a shoulder. 
Where the bearing receives end thrust, 
both races should be held axially but for 
pure radial loads one race is left free. 
Ball bearings of the standardized single- 
row pattern are used in the majority of 
engines to support the crankshaft at one 
or both ends. Other common applications 
are for road wheels and the shafts of 
gear boxes, magnetos and dynamos. | 
Design of the basic roller bearing is 
similar to that of the journal ball bearing 
save that the balls are replaced by rollers. 
For pure radial loads the inner race only

is grooved but if the outer race has a 
lip, mild end loading can be withstood. 
Since the contact area between a roller 
and its races is greater than that between 
a ball and its races, a roller bearing 
can withstand heavier radial loads than a 
ball bearing of equal size. The roller bear- 
ing runs rather more quietly than a, ball 
bearing but is more expensive. 

Proprietary roller bearings of the type 
just described are featured on certain 
engines as crankshaft main bearings, 
but other varieties are widely employed 
for big ends. The inner and outer races 
of a roller big-end bearing, instead of 
being an integral part of the bearing, form 
a part of the crankpin and connecting 
rod respectively. In some cases they are 
hardened steel sleeves pressed into posi- 
tion; alternatively the mid portion of the 
crankpin or the eye of the rod may be 
hardened to form the roller track. 

The majority of roller big-end bearings 
utilize a light-alloy cage to space the 
rollers, but certain’ makes (notably 
Villiers, Panther and Vincent) employ 
uncaged rollers usually referred to as 
“crowded.” This type has more rollers 
for a given size and hence has a higher 
load capacity—or longer life for a given 
loading—but is unsuitable for very high 
revolutions because of the roller skidding 
which can occur, with consequent over- 
heating. 

There is considerable variety in big-end 
bearings. Those in use include one, two 
and three rows of caged rollers, also twin- 
row and triple-row crowded bearings. 
Advantages can be claimed for each type 
in particular circumstances but for use in 
a normal motor-cycle engine there is 
little to choose between them, assuming 
an equal degree of accuracy in manu- 
facture. 

Yet another variant of the parallel- 
roller bearing is the needle-roller type. 
As the name indicates, needle rollers are 
long for their diameter (to qualify, they

must have a length at least thrice the dia- 
meter which must not exceed 6mm) and 
they are never caged. The advantage is a 
very high load-carrying capacity for the 
diameter but at the expense of more 
friction and higher cost than is associated 
with a normal roller bearing. In motor 
cycles the use of needle rollers has been 
restricted to one or two makes of gear 
box and occasionally for overhead 
rockers. 

Although not widely employed, the 
taper-roller bearing has much to commend 
it where a combination of radial and thrust 
loading has to be withstood. The rollers 
have truncated conical sides and run in 
races which are also conical; the cones 


of the races have a common apex at which 
the roller axes also converge to give true 
rolling motion. 


Taper-roller bearings, though expen-

sive, have a high load capacity in 
both directions and have the advantage 
over other roller and journal-ball types of 
being adjustable to accommodate wear. 
Typical applications are for wheels and 
steering-head bearings but, in addition, 
they have been utilized for crankshaft 
main bearings (Velocette) and rear-fork 
pivots (Vincent). 

The more common pattern of wheel 
bearing on ultra-lightweight machines is 
the cup-and-cone bearings which can deal 
equally well with axial and radial loading. 
A bearing of this type comprises an inner 
race (the cone) having a concave conical 
surface and an outer race (the cup) with 
a complementary concave interior surface; 
between them is a ring of uncaged steel 
balls. There is one bearing at each end 
of the spindle and the cone at one end is 
adjustable for taking up initial clearance 
and wear. 

On a number of makes cup-and-cone 
bearings are also employed for the steer- 
ing head. An alternative is the ball 
thrust bearing in which the balls are 
sandwiched between two races having 
annular tracks on their adjacent faces. 
In both cases there is, of course, provision 
for adjustment 

One important variety of bearing 
remains to be described. It employs a 
rubber bush bonded to both an inner and 
an outer steel sleeve. Such bearings are 
ideal for small-travel oscillating move- 
ments and, whereas they require no 
lubrication (and, indeed, must not be 
exposed to oily conditions), they are imper- 
vious to water and dirt. Consequently 
they are popular for wheel-suspension 
systems and are found on many front and 
rear pivoted forks and arms; in addition, 
virtually all telescopic spring units have 
such a bearing at each end to provide a 
resilient mounting. 








Fools Never Learn 
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our 1951 trip through Africa and Egypt on a solo A.J.S. 

(the first time either of us had ever ridden a motor cycle) 
we vowed that we would never do such a stupid thing again. 
But we have just done it—only this time non-driver Newton 
had the luxury of a sidecar instead of a pillion seat. We both 
wanted to continue our studies in Africa, particularly in the 
Belgian Congo, and after a little juggling of our finances we 
,figured we could do it by shipping to Lome, Togoland, and 
{driving from there by sidecar outfit for as little as £100 each. 

In this optimistic frame of mind Newton arrived from his 
jhome in the United States and in mid-October last year we set 
off—in rain. We should have taken that as an omen but we 
lived in blissful ignorance of what was to come. We shipped 
from Dover to Boulogne and drove down to Marseilles in warm 
sunshine, There we shipped the outfit aboard S.S. Foch and 
two weeks later, after stopping at just about every port on the 
west coast of Africa, we arrived at Lome. 

Lome looked very romantic and tropical—palm trees wavin: 
and everything that an African coastal scene should be—but f 
was more interested in the fact that there was no harbour and 
that freight was being unloaded into barges tied alongside. I 
was even more interested when I saw our outfit, slung carelessly 
in a net, dangling ovcr one of the barges which was heaving 
about 10 feet up and down in a most unpleasant manner. The 
outfit was finally lowered as the barge was on the up-beat and 
that gave the sidecar wheel its first inclination to lean outwards 
at the top! 

None the less, when we ourselves finally got ashore, and through 
customs, we found that the engine started first kick and our five- 
hundred A.J.S., with its Canterbury Warrior sidecar, rolled as 
smoothly as ever. Apart from the slight damage to the wheel, 
our only complaint was that the hood had been stolen. We loaded 
up and, full of joy of life, drove a few miles outside Lome and 
decided to camp there for the night. We were feeling romantic 
again and camped underneath the coconut palms on the sea- 
shore where we fondly thought we would swim in. the moonlight. 
Newton took a few steps into the surf.and was nearly Knocked 
for six by one of the smaller breakers. Swimming was out, he 
decided, with a mean glance at the bigger waves. So we slept 
—until the camping site I had chosen was bombarded by falling 
coconuts as the wind rose and the rain came. We spent a not 
very comfortable night in a tent that we hadn’t put up properly 
on a groundsheet covered with sand. 

The roads are tarmac and next morning we made good time, 
reaching the border of Nigeria at Idiroko in the afternoon. That 
was when it really started to rain—and we realized that we had 
arrived in the rainy season! On our last trip we had crossed the 
desert in mid-summer so the heavy rain seemed a natural sequel 
and we didn’t worry too much. We headed for Lagos, decided 
we had gone far enough when a few miles outside, at Otta, and 
had our first taste on this trip of African hospitality. The Alotta 
(chief) of Otta invited us into his house. He sent for a bottle 
of whisky and with a nice mixture of the past and the present 
poured libations to his ancestors before settling us up with a 
tumblerful each. A meal arrived and then, with great pride,

his speciality. In the dim light it looked innocent and Newton 
and I each took a large piece of what turned out to be barely 
cooked pork fat! For some strange, but fortunate, reason, 
Newton had a plastic bag in his .pocket—we never went without 
it from that moment onward. 

The Alotta’s hospitality was such that we were served whisky 
before breakfast and hardly noticed the fact that the rain was 
still pouring down in real tropical style when we left. We didn’t 
see the sun until we had nearly reached Ibadan. It felt so good 
that we stopped and spread out all our clothes on the road, where 
they dried in a cloud of steam. We even dried out the cigarettes 
that the Alotta had thrust into our pockets as we left. In that 
way, more or less, we continued our trek—except that the drying- 
out opportunities were not so frequent or convenient. 

We went on, through Ibadan, Ife, Benin, to Ontisha. At 
Ibadan, people we met at lunch offered us teaching posts. Just 
outside Ife, in a small village, we were mistaken for mission- 
aries and despite our protestations were almost forced to attend 
a service in a language we could not understand at all. Actually 
all they wanted was to have Europeans present and they took 
care of the rest. It was an odd kind of a service with drum- 
ming and dancing, but there was something about the enthusiasm 
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of those villagers that was good to see. Next morning they 
refused to take anything either for the food we had eaten or 
as a gift for the church of which they were so proud. 

On the ferry at Ontisha we met another A.J.S., also a five- 
hundred single Model 18S. The owner was an African Govern- 
ment official who used his machine for getting about in the 
bush. He was very curious about our sidecar, never having 
seen one before. Indeed, all along the roads we found various 
reactions of surprise, fear, alarm and amusement when we 
appeared. The usual gesture was one of incredulity—how could 
we be cruising along so happily and not knowing that we had 
lost one wheel? I also heard a number of whispered remarks 
to the effect that we were really an airplane and could take 
off if we wanted to. We were shortly to come very near to 
doing just that! 

The road between Ontisha and Enugu—a tarmac road, had 
been broken by floods and was impassable. We were only 
about 12 miles from Enugu when we came to the floods, but 
there was no question of getting across; the whole road had 
been washed away for about 300 yards. We had to back-track 
to within a few miles of Ontisha and try an alternative road. 
That, too, was blocked—a bridge had collapsed. We tried an- 
other track and found a truck had fallen into a stream taking 
the track with it, so that, too, was_out of the question. 

By then we were so far off our original route that we had no 
idea where we were and nobody seemed able to help us. We 
finally found a nasty mud-track that we were assured would 
lead us to the Enugu road, and we spent a harrowing time 
trying to make some headway. Newton sat on the back of 
the sidecar, leaped off and pushed every time we started to 
get wheelspin and then ran after me as I forged mercilessly 
on, not daring to stop for him. Newton is no lightweight but 
he is a patient soul and never voiced. a word of complaint. But 
after a number of miles, when the hills were getting steeper 
and the mud thicker (some of the ruts were a good 18in deep) 
he suggested returning. I agreed. 


That night we spent with a couple of young school-teachers

who had seen us go by and. evidently expected us back. ‘hey 
gave us a room and prepared meals for us that must have cost 
them a great deal more than they would have spent on them- 
selves. And then, when I decided to go down with Asian "flu, 
they put up with us for three days. I am told that I quoted 
Shakespeare incessantly, chatted away in very bad French and 
sang pygmy songs. All I remember is that when I was feeling 
particularly ill one of our hosts offered me a bottle of stout and 
I decided that it was time to get better! 

We eventually got out of the mud and back on to reasonably

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well surfaced roads—certainly a great deal better than they were 
when I covered much the same ground three years earlier by 
car. The corrugations shook us about but there were no serious 
pot-holes and, for a while, no more mud. We began to think 
we were out of the worst when we turned the page of our route 


book and saw the ominous warning: “The road between Ikom 
and Mamfe is liable to flooding and may be impassable in the 
rainy season.’ 

But at Ikom the police assured us that the road had been 
closed to all traffic for so long that it must be all right—it was 
the heavy truck going through that had made it impassable. 
There was a Land-Rover that went through once a week. Thus 
encouraged we left Ikom after buying some bread and beer 
which, for the past few days, had been our steady diet. 

The road seemed rather better than the gravelly, corrugated 
surfaces we had been travelling on since leaving Enugu, and we 
ignored the sign warning that the road was closed to all but 
four-wheel-drive vehicles. We considered our three wheels as 
good as any van. We were getting out of the pleasant, rolling, 
green Nigerian countryside into the mountainous and forested 
Cameroons. We had only some 60 miles to cover and we 
seemed to be averaging between 25 and 30 m_p.h. so, when we 
stopped to eat our bread and drink our beer, we took over an 
hour in a pleasant shady spot. If only we had known... . 

I found myself changing gear more often than before. New- 
ton perched himself on the back of the sidecar seat—explaining 
that it would be easier to jump to safety from there! About 
half-way to. Mamfe we hit our first muddy patch; about 10 
miles farther on we crossed a new bridge on the far side of which 
was a 200-yard stretch of thick mud left by excavators and other 
heavy equipment. We got half-way through it and stuck firmly. 
Nothing, it seemed, would shift us. Just at that moment a 
really violent thunderstorm broke so we just sat on the outfit; 
pulled the groundsheet over our heads and waited. 

Luckily a couple of youths driving cattle home for the night 
came by and, with their help, we made the far side of the mud 
patch. Very wet, dirty end dispirited we continued slowly 
for another five miles. By then it was dark and we were getting 
stuck with monotonous regularity on every corner. We back- 
tracked to a small village we had passed and spent an excruciat- 
ingly uncomfortable night—Newton on a bed of hard-baked 
mud, I on a wooden bed that left 12in of me hanging over one 
end, despite my best efforts at contortion. The rain came through 
the roof, it was cold, and our host rose at 5 a.m. 

The final 15 miles took us over six hours to cover. One of 
the villagers came with us and with him lifting the sidecar wheel, 
Newton pulling at the end of our tow-rope, and me sitting in 
the mud pulling the front wheel around spoke by spoke, we 
averaged 2 m.p.h. for the first six hours. The Rest House at 
Mamfe fortunately had no other guests—the caretaker explained 
that nobody with any sense travelled the road at that time of the 
year. 





It was while checking the machine over at Mamfe that we dis- 
covered the A.J.S. and the sidecar had a decided tilt inward, 
which explained why I had been pulling with both hands on the 
right handlebar to keep the outfit going straight. We also 
discovered that neither of us knew how to align a sidecar. We 
finally loosened all the connections and lined-up by eye. With 
everything tightened up the handling was good enough and carly 
the next morning we set off on the long climb up the Cameroon 
Mountains to Bamenda. 

I must say that I never expected us to get up into the 
mountains so easily. The road is surfaced with loose rocks and 
cut across by deep gullies, with sharp bends and gradients, some 
as steep as 1 in 4. Never once did the A.J.S, falter, though 
by the time we reached the top the altitude was having effect 
and pinking was evident for the first time, About two miles after 
we reached the summit there was an unpleasant grinding noise 
and I noticed Newton and the sidecar deing their best to part 
company from myself and the A.J.S. The main ball-joint con- 
nection had pulled right out. And, of course, at just that moment 
another storm broke overhead. We lim into Bamenda and 
spent a couple of days there. Fortunately it was the thread on 
the connection that had stripped and we had a spare. 

It was difficult with the tools we had to tighten up all the joints 
sufficiently well to stand up to the battering and every evening 
we had to do our inexperienced best to straighten things up. 
During the day’s run the alignment would go out and then 
steering was hard work. We decided we were having a rough 
enough time without trying to camp so we stayed at guest 
houses, even at hotels, wherever we could : the way. 

Beautiful as the Cameroons até we were g to get out 
of them and on to the more level roads of French Equatorial 
Africa. The roads are really exc-llent—a fine gravel surface 
with scarcely a bump all the way to Bangui. » Our first puncture 
came about 200 miles before we got to Bangui, on the borders 
of the Congo and French territory. That wouldn’t have worried 
us too much except t my "flu was returning. It was late at 
night and, having changed the tyre with great effort, we found 
that our pump could not be persuaded to work. We waited for 
a truck to come by and it fixed us in a couple of minutes. 

We stayed that aight in the village and the next day reached 
our half-way post, Bangui. Luckily we had an extremely kind 
friend there who put us up and let me finish my bout of ’flu in 
comfort. Prices were sky high and the local European inhabitants 
have the strange idea that pineapples, bananas and other local 
foods are all worthless so they import fresh strawberries by air 
five times a week and pay, happily it seems, the equivalent of 
£1 5s for half-a pound. Fresh milk, also flown in, is consumed 
in quantities at the same price per ‘litre, A cup of coffee can 
cost you three or four shillings. These same people, a French- 
man told us, when back in France refuse to eat strawberries 4 
insist on having pineapples. We wete glad to get out of Bangui!

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Overall Weight 
A Minimum Required to Offset Engine Vibration 


GINCE Vic Willoughby’s reference to the remarkably light 
three-fifty Moto-Guzzi racer (January 2), the weight of stan- 
dard machines of 350 to 500 c.c. would appear to be more absurd 
than ever. But it is hardly fair to take the Guzzi as proving 
anything as we are not told what materials it is made of, how 
long it lasts, whether the frame is heat-treated periodically 
and so on. The hard facts are that, to be reasonably smooth 
and durable, the single or parallel ‘twin must have a weight 
which is roughly proportional to the weight of its reciprocating 
parts. This is not so much to provide strength to resist road 
shocks and engine torque as to prevent engine vibration 
eventually breaking the ‘frame and splitting the petrol tank and 
mudguards. It follows that the only practical way of reducing 
weight safely is to reduce vibration. 

A square or straight four has only about a quarter of the 
dut-of-balance force of a single of equivalent capacity but even 
his might prove objectionable in a very light machine. How

about a vee-four? With a two-throw, 180-degree crankshaft 
only one piston would reach top dead centre at a time, thus 
probably reducing the harmonic vibrations considerably at the 
cost of introducing a slight couple from the 180-degree cranks. 

Such an engine would no doubt cost a good deal and might 
even need a four-choke carburettor to give really refined run- 
ning, but if it were as smooth as I think it could be there would 
be scope for the use of light alloys as their lesser fatigue resist- 
ance would not then matter. As your technical editor suggested, 
smaller wheels and tyres would also give a useful weight reduc- 
tion. Further, they would fit in well with the foregoing pro- 
—_ by helping to preserve the ratio of sprung to unsprung 
weight. 

Finally, such a machine would, of course, have to have a 
performance equal or superior to that of any other machine 
of the same capacity. There have been refined and smooth- 
Ttunning machines which failed in performance and so were not 
very successful. W. DouGias

The Stop Light 
Should It Be Operated by an Inertia Switch ? 


\W ITH reference to the stop-light problem, there is no reason 

why the stop light should not be operated by the front 
brake as well as by the rear. All that is required is an additional 
switch for the front-brake control and two wires connecting it 
in parallel with the rear-brake switch. As an alternative I would 
suggest a fully automatic switch operated by inertia. The 
simplest arrangement for such a device seems to be the mercury 
switch in which a sufficiently fast rate of deceleration would 
force the mercury against the contacts. The mercury could, of 
course, be replaced by a spring-opposed lever.

pity the poor motor-cycle manufacturers if there are many 


such as J. B. Walker (January 30) about. He wants to use 

his right hand to give the straight-ahead signal at traffic stops 
so that he can hold the clutch out with his left, with bottom 
gear engaged and the engine ticking over. (Surely it does not 
matter which hand is used as long as the signal is clear to its 
recipient.) By so doing he would impose untold unnecessary 
wear on the clutch thrust mechanism. Further, at a prolonged 
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halt in such circumstances it is not unknown for the slipping 
clutch plates to heat up and consequently swell to an extent 
that the machine begins to move forward of its own accord. 
The rider has then perforce to select neutral (as he should have 
done when coming to a stop), the while using both hands and 
his remaining foot to hold back the machine. He will then 
have to manage as best he can with a virtually inoperative 
clutch until that much-abused component cools down again. 

Unfortunately this mechanically brutal hanging-on-the-clutch 
idea is held by some who should know better. Recently the 
wife of a friend passed her driving test in their family saloon 
car with flying colours at the first attempt. Complimenting 
her, the M.o.T. examiner asked who had taught her to drive. 
On being told that it was her husband, the examiner said he 
had one small criticism to offer, namely, her habit of slipping 
into neutral while waiting at traffic lights—she should remain 
in gear with the clutch out! Of course, her husband nearly 
blew up when told and had in mind writing a really stiff letter 
to the Minister of Transport about some of his imbecile 
examiners.

Motor Cycling in Canada 


Not So Expensive as “ Nitor”

ITOR’S” comments on the price of a new three-fifty in 

Canada (February 6) are, I feel, a little misleading and 

might discourage any motor cyclist undecided about emigration 

to Canada because of the high cost of machinery in that country. 

True, if the money for a machine is taken out from England the 

figure of £350 is a bit frightening, but if the money is earned in 
Canada a totally different picture is portrayed. 

The only fair comparison is the cost of the machine in earning 
power. For example, the average weekly wage in manufacturing 
in Canada in 1957 was $65.23 for 41 hours’ work. us, using 
all his income, a man will take 14.9 weeks to earn enough to buy 
a new three-fifty. The comparable figures for England are £11 a 
week and 21.2 weeks. The cost of a new machine in Canada is 
thus not quite so high as “ Nitor’s” informant would have us 
believe, particularly when income tax in the two income brackets 
is approximately one-seventh of the earned income of an un- 
married Briton and less than one-eighth for his Canadian coun- 
terpart (who is in a much higher income bracket). What makes 
the motor cycle seem expensive—apart from the climate which 
restricts its use in winter—is the fact that the cost of a new three- 
fifty is about the same as that of a 1954/55 Plymouth or Dodge 
car or a 1956 Morris Minor convertible. And based on the same 
weekly average wages, one hour’s work in Canada earns three 
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gallons of petrol (sorry, gas!) as compared with one gallon for 
one hour’s work in d, so the higher fuel costs in running 
a car do not hurt so much in Canada. 

So it will be realized that “Nitor” has tended to paint too 
black a picture about the cost of motor cycling in Canada. It is 
no so expensive as he makes ‘out. K. C. BROWNE

Veteran Machines 
Simple But Effective Stirrup Front Brake 


N “Competition Commentary” for January 9 it was suggested 
that veteran machines in the Pioneer Run should be fitted 
with modern internal-expanding brakes for the front wheels. 
Might I suggest an alternative method which I used to adopt 
and which made a stirrup brake most effective? First the existing 
brake shoes with the fibre.or hard-rubber blocks should be 
removed. The next step is to obtain two pieces of 4in-thick 
steel measuring Sin long by ljin wide. They should be cut to 
the shape shown at A in the sketch, then the short part should 
be bent at right-angles and the long part curved to the radius 
of the wheel rim as shown at B. Holes are then drilled for the 
shoe bolts and lining rivets. Finally 7in thick Ferodo lining 
strips 5in long and jin wide are fitted. | 
When these shoes are fitted to the stirrup and get bedded to 
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Details of the stirrup front brake described under ‘Veteran Machines.” 
Two \in-thick pieces of steel are cut to the shape shown at A, then drilled, 
bent and lined with friction material as shown at B 


the wheel rim, it makes a most effective brake even when 

operated by an inverted lever.

have had as much practice as anybody in the technique of up- 
hill driving but I can think of a number of well-surfaced roads 
which are impossible for my modern two-fifty. 

It may be true, as “ Wayland” suggests, that some published 
gradients are exaggerated, but whether or not such through 
roads as Kirkstone and Honister are genuine 1 in 4 they do 
undoubtedly prové difficult to many riders of heavily laden 
lightweights. It may be true that Allt-y-Bady (near Llangollen) 
does not really deserve its 1 in 34 reputation but I have not 
yet discovered a way to bring a pillion passenger down this 
road without the loss of most of my hub grease. Wrynose 
Pass, in Lakeland, may not really reach 1 in 3} but I can assure 
“Wayland” that in one walk over that road last year I was 
asked to lend a shoulder to six different vehicles, including a 
three-fifty (one-up) and a Squariel sidecar outfit. 

I would strongly advise any lowlander who plans a tour 
through the hill districts to pay due respect io reputed gradients. 
They may not be mathematically exact but they do give a very 
fair idea of the difficulty which will be experienced if one is 
a little short of power and not accustomed to such roads.

Sidecarring As It Was 
Not So Black as Painted by “ Ixion” 


“TXION,” as a good journalist, finds his most entertaining 

copy in emphasizing the motor-cycling misfortunes of the 
past, but he is not quite fair when he presents the adventures 
of Mr. Church with a three-speed hub gear (January 30) as 
typical of sidecarring in 1912. He knows quite well that fewer 
than 20 per cent of the sidecar machines on the road in 1912 
were fitted with the three-speed hub and that the vast majority 
employed thoroughly reliable two-speed gears of one: form or 
another. I agree that the three-speed hub gear was an abomina- 
tion but, in common with many other owners of two-speed out- 
fits, I covered many thousands of miles in 1912 with little more 
trouble than one world expect today. Three of us usually 
travelled in company on widely different outfits—a four-cylinder 
F.N. with maker’s two-speed gear, a 4 h.p. J.A.P.-powered single 
with N.S.U. engine-shaft two-speed gear and a 7 h.p. Indian 
twin with maker’s two-speed gear. The first two had light, 
cane-bodied sidecars and the Indian had a rather heavy Millford 
coachbuilt unit. The factor common to all three was a high 
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degree of reliability. Admittedly, on the rare occasions when 
we touched the dizzy speed of 40 m.p.h. we had all the sensa- 
tions of Stirling Moss at Monza, but we fitted comfortably into 
the traffic stream of the day. 

I suppose in 1988, when The Motor Cycle will be a weekly 
reel of tape for feeding into a home projector, the youth of that 
time will see a quavering Vic Willoughby holding in one hand 
the latest miniature controlled-fission power pack and telling 
of the horrors of 1958, when one sat over 3 cwt of ironmongery 
dependent for motion on an evil-smelling fluid called petrol. 
No doubt there will be a few inches of tape for women depict- 
ing Granny Craven with a shawl on her shoulders and her feet 
on a hassock, telling how the girls of her youth explored the 
highways of Europe perched precariously on a metal bracket 
and exposed to all the vagaries of the weather. Doubtless she 
will add, with a twinkle in her eye, that a popular song of the 
period was “ You can’t get a man with a gun.”

The force can be resolved into two 
components: one at right angles to the 
link and the other along it. With the 
inclined trailing link the right-angle force 
is higher and the endwise force lower 
than with the horizontal leading link; only 
the right-angle force can be absorbed by 
the springing. As the endwise com- 
ponent cannot be absorbed in that way, 
some of it is expended in fractionally 
extending or compressing the link and 
bending the stanchion and the rest is 
transmitted to the machine. 

It follows that the transmitted portion 
of an impact is less with the inclined 
trailing-link suspension than with hori- 
zontal leading links. In other words, the 
trailed wheel will ride more smoothly 
over the obstacle. But if for our high- 
pivot trailing link we substitute a similarly 
inclined low-pivot leading link_(c)} we do 
not change the diagram of ‘forces or, 
therefore, the responsiveness of the 
suspension. 

In terms of that responsiveness, the 
telescopic fork is much on a par with the 
high-pivot trailing-wheel suspension and 
the low-pivot leading variety.

Minimum varia- 
tions of trail and wheelbase (when the 
springing functions) are essential for good 
steering, particularly at high speed, 
though designers are still at variance as 
to which of the two is more important. 
The near-horizontal leading link gives the 
minimum wheelbase change; _ inclined 
links are not particularly good in this 
respect (though the leading link is better 
than the trailing because the pivot is 
within the wheelbase and not outside it) 
but, on the other hand, both give less 
alteration of trail than does 
the near-horizontal link. 
Simplest, cheapest and 
most common form of brake 
anchorage with a_ bottom- 
link or pivoted front fork is 
directly to one link or arm.

Isolate the torque reaction by means ol 
a parallel-link floating anchorage for the 
shoe plate and the leading and trailing 
types break even. 

There are no worries about ground 
clearance, certainly, with trailing-wheel 
layouts but I feel that the clearance prob- 
lem would be acute with a low-pivot 
leading fork only on a trials model or a 
scooter with plenty of wheel move- 
ment.

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Four Winds 
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By “NITOR” 


For years it has been an 
accepted maxim that a wind- 
screen, properly adjusted, permitted a rider to dispense with 
goggles. But since the safety-helmet era I have repeatedly 
found that goggles were needed no matter how much care 
was taken over the setting of the windscreen height and 
rake. I stumbled on the answer the other day. Out for 
only a mile or two, I was wearing a peaked cap. No 
goggles were necessary. I started another brief trip almost 
immediately afterwards wearing my helmet and discovered 
that draught over the top of the screen was back with me— 
until I held up my left hand so that it “shaded” my eyes. 
Only then was eddying in the region of my goggles avoided. 
You may have gathered that my helmet is of the unpeaked 
type. Before these words are in print, a detachable peak 
price about 6s) will be in use. 


HELMET PEAKS 


I think that what I must do 
is to start a sort of “wind- 
screen corner.” Letters on screen topics continue to 
account for a goodly part of the country’s ink consumption. 
It is patently obvious, however, that I cannot go on devoting 
space week after week to a single topic. I will therefore 
round off the matter (for the time being anyway!) with 
two points to which I would draw screen manufacturers’ 
attention. First, every single letter received underlines 
dissatisfaction resulting from reflected engine noise. The 
second point applies only to fairings in which the light 
unit must be mounted and with which, in general, obtain- 
ing a satisfactory beam setting together with a correct blade 
angle is well-nigh impossible. I say no more.

WHY KEEP LEFT? Do you know why we in this 
country obey the “keep-left” 
rule—or rather, do you know how the rule originated? A 
whole library of amusing facts on the subject has been un- 
earthed by the R.A.C. You may already be aware, in a 
vague sort of way, that it was once customary to ride on the 
left because swords were worn on that side. If an attack 
occurred the rider was immediately in the best fighting posi- 
tion, sword at the ready in his right hand and his left flank 
automatically protected by a house or wall or tree or what 
have you. What is less widely known is that, in early wars, 
in accordance with the battle strategy of Richard Coeur de 
Lion, most armies attacked from the left. Napoleon scorned 
such orthodoxy and wrought confusion among his. enemies 
by attacking from the right! He found, too, that opposing 
forces were further disrupted if his armiés moved on the 
right, opposite to the usual direction of traffic. Thus wher- 
ever the eagles of France marauded, Bonaparte decreed that 
civilian traffic, too, should keep right. -Of course, the 
emperor’s power never extended to Britain or. Sweden, both 
of whom retain their adherence to the keep-left tradition. 
(Did you know, by the way, that until Austria was invaded 
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by Germany just before the last war she also was a keep- 
left country?) ‘Today, I believe, the only nations outside 
Britain, the Commonwealth and Sweden to retain the keep- 
left rule are Hungary, Japan, Thailand, Iceland and 
Indonesia. 


If advertisement copywriters

AMERICAN COPYRIGHT 


A correspondent has sent me

had 50 miles ahead of him when the plug started to fire 
erratically. He suspected the contact-breaker points and 
prised out the coil spring with a screwdriver. So far as 
he knows that spring is now in an orbit with the U.S. 
satellite Explorer. What to do in such circumstances? 
What my correspondent did was to go to his ball-point 
pen—one of those with an enclosed spring for the expel- 
and-retract mechanism—remove the spring and slip it into 
the place vacated by the mag spring. The points were 
cleaned. The journey home passed without further 
incident. 


SPUTNIK FOUR! 


Trials riders today, we are 
told, are taking their sport too 
seriously. Whether or not the accusation is true, certainly 
a touch of light-heartedness is still evident in the ranks of 
everyday riders. Before the war aged roadsters carried 
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such names as “ Mrs. Frequently ” or “ B. Rough” on their 
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tanks, and though the practice seems to have died among 
riders of larger mounts, scooterists would appear to be 


carrying on the tradition. How the rider of “Berserk 
Beehive” must enjoy his scootering! The humour of 
present-day enthusiasts is evident in other directions. For 
example, a Sheffield rider’s helmet bears the slogan “ Stop 
nattering! Who’s driving?” And how many would-be 
passengers have shied away from the Birmingham light- 
weight which has an authentic-looking “ Warning. Ejector 
Seat” transfer affixed to the rear mudguard? Parachute, 
anyone? 


WHY NO TRAINEES ? The eyes of Swinton are on 
Manchester. Why? In order 
to see the response to Manchester’s R.A.C.-A.C.U. training 
scheme to which we referred a week or two ago. Swinton has 
had a training scheme for the past seven or eight months; 
it has a training ground, qualified instructors, films, pro- 
jector and a motor cycle. What it does not have are appli- 
cants for training, which is very discouraging indeed. The 
complete course includes riding, maintenance and good 
roadmanship, all for £2 including insurance cover. If any 
of you fellows know a youngster who could do with the 
excellent groundwork which this scheme provides, put him 
in touch with H. Wynne, the road-safety officer of the 
Eccles, Swinton and Irlam Joint Road Safety Committee. 
His address is Victoria House, Swinton, Manchester. 


Out on the road last Sunday, 
I saw a couple attempting tc 
take a scenic photograph in mediocre light. They had no tri- 
pod and it was obvious even to me that their chance of suc- 
cess was very slim. The result might help to bring back 
the memory of the scene—but to others it would be an eye- 
sore. I have since discussed the matter with Bill Banks of 
our photographic department who says this: “When the 
light is indifferent the shutter speed should be kept down to 
sth or goth of a second. Very few human hands can nestle 
a camera so that it is absolutely still. So if the best possible 
clarity is to be obtained the instrument should be rested on 
some stationary object—on the handlebar of' a propped 
model, on the top of a wall or fence post.” He advocates 
aiming the camera only at 
distinctive scenes at this time 
of year, since a panorama 
lacking in tone will provide 
a flat, dull and uninteresting 
picture. The cold spell, by 
the way, caused many 
camera shutters to stick and 
lenses to become filmed with 
condensation. Banks’ own 
remedy in such cases is to 
hold a glove over the lens 
(to keep out the light) and 
to trigger the shutter several 
times until it frees off. He 
will then generally wipe the 
lens gently with a clean 
handkerchief before attempt- 
ing to take a picture.

Television Won by the Midlanders 


Crowds Hinder the Cameras 


on Pirbright Common

EBRUARY in Britain—yes, even in the 
south—is usually these days a period of 
domination by television, the square- 

cyed Cyclops of the living room. Thousands 
each Saturday close the doors and windows 
tight and gather round the fire and the mag- 
netic screen. But unpredictable as a woman’s 
moods, the weather loosed much of the 
Cyclops’ hold when the B.B.C. ‘Television 
Team Trial took place last Saturday. The 
venue was Tunnel Hill, Pirbright, where the 
fixture was staged a couple of years ago. 
There was, of course, no television event 
last year because of fuel rationing; the B.B.C. 
decided that it should set an example by not 
overing—or encouraging—motoring and 
motor-cycling sport.) 

The temperature was in the fifties, there 
was little wind and it was wonderful to be 
out of doors. Although the venue had not 
been widely publicized spectators in their 
hundreds rode to Pirbright’s sandy dunes to 
drive camera and microphone crews almost to 
the stage of producing hatchets. 

Competitors are hand-picked. The trial is 
a sort of private “ British Experts” in minia- 
ture (although there were questions about 
why some of the experts were missing and 
why one team should have madz heavy de- 
mands on that mythical organization—the 
Retired Riders’ Association!). The selectees, 
under the added spur of the television 
cameras, performed magnificently Therein 
lies the reason for spectators’ thoughtless 
behaviour, Heedless of camera sweeps and 
microphone range, they ran hither and thither, 
crowding the scoreboard and driving the 
officials of the organizing Streatham Club to 
distraction. The producer was several times 
seen to twist his hands as though wringing 
a human neck—to bury his face in his hands 
as though his reserves of patience were liter- 
ally exhausted. For all that, it was all very 
good fun! 

If you watched the telecast programme the 
remainder of this report will be history to 
you. The four teams taking part represented 
the North, South, West and Midlands and, 
on paper, the West presented the most 
formidable front. Represented by John 
Draper (348 B.S.A.), Ron Langston (497 
Ariel), Peter Stirland (346 Royal Enfield) and 
Arthur Pulman (498 Matchless sc) the team 
was widely tipped to pull a win. And after 
the first hill, a long, nearly straight gully over 
loose sand, the West led. The North had 
lost nine marks, the South four, the Midlands 
two and the West one. 

After the second section the South and 
Midlands tied for the lead with 10 marks lost, 


the West was third with 11 and the North 
last with 17, The third hill took the Mid- 
lands team safely into the lead. It iost no 
marks and headed for the next hill leading 
the South by five, the West by six and the 
North by 11. The Midlanders made no mis- 
takes thereafter and went on to win com- 
fortably. ‘True, there was some dispute over 
the marking on the second sub-section 
of- the fourth hill but it was decided that the 
final results, as broadcast, would stand. And 
here they are—for the record.

THE change at the Treasury has not meant 

a change in policy for the new Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Mr. Heathcoat Amory, is 
now on record with his opinion about pur- 
chase tax on safety helmets.

mentioned and he pro- 
posed that integral con- 
struction. of _ machine 
frame and sidecar chassis 
would be the most pro- 
mising line to follow. As 
those who saw Darri- 
eulat’s assault on Dinas 
Rock in the St. David's 
Trial will testify, he is 
prepared to try practically 
anything, so he and 
Warner at once began to 
work out the details with 
some valuable assistance 
from Bill Nicholson. 
That was about three 
months ago. Progress has 
been so rapid thet an- 
other four weeks or so 
should see the outfit ready 
for its baptism of mud 
and rocks. Although 
all the welding has not 
yet been carried out 
and the scanty bodywork 


remains to be fitted, there is no doubt 
that a lot of weight has been saved as 
compared with the B.S.A. outfit. 


All stressed members are of Reynolds 
531 tubing to permit the use of relatively 
thin gauges and all joints are nickel- 
bronze welded. (This is Darrieulat’s 
province for he is an expert with a weld- 
ing torch.) .To the steeffhg head, sup- 
plied by B.S.A., is welded a ljinx14- 
gauge top tube.braced by a short diagonal 
tube; the main tube sweeps downward 
beneath -the -seat and terminates behind 
the gear box. The lin x 14-gauge single 
front down tube mates up with the front 
engine plates of the 499 c.c. B.S.A. power 
unit. 

From the lower end of the front down 
tube projects a 1}in xX 14-gauge member 
bent to form'the front and left side of the 
main section of the sidecar chassis. It is 
braced transversely by a diagonal strut 
(1}in X 16 gauge) from the steering head 
and its rearward end is welded to the 
chassis main cross-member, a cranked 
ljin x 14-gauge tube united with the 
frame tube behind the gear box. The 
joint is braced by a short section of 
similar tubing immediately beneath the 
cross tube (the two are linked by an 
axial weld) and by a bottom gusset plate. 

Of 1}in x 14-gauge material, the rear- 
wheel fork pivots between lugs welded 
to the top of the cross tube. The lower 
run of the rear chain passes through a 
tunnel cut in the cross tube and its brac- 
ing tube. Tubing of linx17 gauge 1s 
utilized for the triangulated rear sub- 
frame which comprises a bridged hairpin 
—welded to the bend of the main frame 
tube—and diagonal stays to the chassis 
cross tube. Just behind the petrol tank 
is a second l4in Xx 16-gauge transverse 
strut between the frame tube and the 
junction of the chassis cross tube and 
main longitudinal member. Like the 
cross tube, the longitudinal member is of 
1?in x 14-gauge material. 
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The left-hand end of the cross tube 
carries lugs to support the pivot for the 
sidecar-wheel trailing arm. A right-angle 
triangle, the arm is built from liin 
tubing. The thickness is 14-gauge for 
the pivot (which contains rubber bear- 
ings with a spacer tube between them) 
and longitudinal tubes and 17-gauge for 
the hypotenuse. A bolt bearing on one 
end of the pivot spindle permits variation 
of the toe-in. The wheel spindle is bolted 
to a fabricated bracket at the rear end 
of, the arm. Sidecar-wheel lead over the 
rear wheel is no less than 10in. 

Completing the chassis is-a_ near- 
triangle welded to the rear of the cross 
tube and supported at its rear left-hand 
corner by a vertical, tubular semi-circle, 
the forward end of which picks up to the 
cross tube. The loop has a diagonal 
bracing on which is clamped a bracket 
supporting the upper end of the Girling 
suspension unit. By moving the bracket 
up or down the bracing tube, the lean-out 
of the machine can be adjusted. The rear 
structure, loop and brace are all of ljin 
diameter; 16-gauge material is used for 
the first two and 17-gauge for the last. 

As shown in the accompanying illustra- 
tions, the remaining structure comprises 
supports for the bodywork and hand- 
holds for the passenger. The Hidu-

PLUG CLEANER 


()WNERS of machines fitted with non- 

detachable sparking plugs will be especi- 
ally interested in the Techniblaster plug 
cleaner which operates on the sand-blasting 
Principle. Air is supplied by a foot- or hand- 
Operated tyre pump. The cleaner consists 
of a tube with an Aperture at the top to 
feceive the sparking plug (an adaptor is sup- 
plied so that 14mm and 18mm plugs may be 
mserted).

G ENERALLY orthodox in its apron shape, 
M the Feridax handlebar fairing departs 
from convention by the incorporation of a 
domed, clear-plastic nose. Another unusual 
feature is that the apron is manufactured by 
a special vacuum-forming process, giving a 
light but tough plastic which has _ the 
advantage of a smooth, polished surface on 
both sides. Attachment to a machine is by 
straps from the apron lower edge to the front 
fork and by chromium-plated support rods 
which pass through bosses on the upper part 
of the apron and on the screen and are 
secured by handlebar clamps. A degree of 
adjustment laterally and for screen rake is 
available. 

The machine’s headlamp remains in its 
original location and throws light through the 
nose. Diameter at the base of the dome 


is 9in and there is therefore sufficient clear- 
ance for all types of headlamp. 





tition Reynolds-Earles pivoted front fork 
but a new trailing pattern is envisaged 
which will have less weight ahead of the 
steering axis than its predecessor.

A test in wintry weather proved that rider 
comfort was of a high standard.

R.A.C. Suggests that Speed- 


meter Evidence Can be Unjust 


| F gpcaiee standards to which police radar 
speedmeters must conform are being 

ted to the Home Office by the Royal 
Automobile Club. It is hoped that national 
standards will be be devised for the manu- 
facture, maintenance and method of opera- 
tion of meters and that evidence of 
compliance with the standards will be required 
to support prosecutions. 

Until standards are authoritatively laid 
down, the R.A.C. does not consider it just 
to accept a reading from a meter of less than 
5 mp.h. above the legal speed limit as 
legitimate evidence of breaking the law. The 
5 mp.h. tolerance, it is maintained, is im- 

we because of possible errors due to 
the design of the meters, apart from inac- 
curacies which might arise from usage. 

The Club does not condemn speedmeters 
out of hand as instruments that should not 
be operated in any circumstances by the 
police, and doés not support motorists who 
flagrantly ignore speed limits. It is, how- 
ever, esential to ensure that there is no risk 
of unjustified convictions and, therefore, 
there is a need for standards to be devised 
and recognized.
